WATER  SUPPLY, 


PUBLIC  Source  of  Supuly. 

Drinking  wator  is  suppli'^d  by  tlic  South  Wost  Devon  Water  Board  from 
their  moorl^ind  supplies  on  Dartmoor  rnd  the  ^^orton  Reservoir  at  Dartmouth. 

South  West  Devon ' VJater  Board. 

Witli  the  exception  of  a few  private  supplies  mentioned  bdow  the  Board 
supplies  W£.ter  to  Ihe  whole  of  the  Town.  The  Board  regularly  tckcs  samples 
of  water  for  bacteriological  examination. 

We  appreciate  very  much  the  way  the  Board  have  co-operated  during  the 
yoo.r  and  their  prompt  response  to  calls  made  upon  than  when  urgent  repairs 
have  been  rec^uired  to  water  ra'ilns.  The  water  supplied  to  the  orough  is 
not  plumbo- sol  volt. 

PRIVATE  Sources  of  Supply. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  1?  properties  on  private 
supplies,  either  from  wells  or  springs.  4 have  been  connected  to  the  mains 

supply  during  the  year. 

A totra  of  17  water  samples  was  tolcen  from  private  supplies  and 
8 samolus  showc.-d  evidence  of  bacteriological  contamination  in  varying^ 
degrees.  Consumers  were  advised  to  boil  the  water  for  human  consumption 
when  contc-'mination  was  confirmed. 

Numerous  v/ater  samples  were  takem  from  the. three  swimming  pools  in  the 
Town.  Slight  contamination  was  found  on  three  occasions  during  tlie  hot  weathe 
and  it  was  necessary  to  increase  the  chlorine  dosage  to  obtain  a satisfactoiy 

sample. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

There  are  9 main  sewer  outfalls  belonging  to  the  Council  end  tliese 
discharge  into  the  tidal  waters  of  the  Estuary  of  tlie  River  Dart. 

Pollution  of  the  River  Dart  continued  to  give  concern  during  the 
year.  The  main  trouble  was  due  to  the  broken  sewer  outfalls  and  the 
flischargo  of  otliers  too  near  the  Einbankment.  Contmiination  of  the  shore 
cind  public  steps  was  particularly  bad  at  low  water.

Use  of  tho  ste-nfl  disinfector  v/as  discontinued  witli  steam  but  was  kept 
as  a stcudby  for  dry  disinfection. 

Two  houses  were  treated  for  vermin^  .and  notice  was  ^,ivan  to  deal 
accuioulations  of  refuse  at  4 premises. 

Caravan  sites . 

The  one  caravan  site  in  the  Boiough  has  largely  bean  converted  to  a 
chdet  site,  however,  on  tlie  remaining  piece  of  ground  a tanporarj’’  caravan 
site  'was  licensed  to  permit  a madmuin  of  fifteen  caravans  during  the. 
summer  months. 

The  annual  survey  of  the  whole  sito^  ma.de  in  August,  revealed  tiiat 
there  were  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  chalets  occupied  by  people  on 
ho  Id  day  and  the  caravan  site  'was  fully  occupied  by  iiftetn  touring  ca,raivans. 
There  were  also  discovered  two  otlier  residential  cara.v,  ns  wnlch  w^ere  not 
licensed.  The  swimming  pool  was  vjell  ps-tronised,  and,  except  ior  one 
occa.sion,  samdes  of  wa.ter  from  it  vjcre  satisfactory.  Only  one  complaint 
V7as  received  affecting  this  Departoent  and  this  was  due  to  cii  invasion 
of  spiders  in  one  of  the  chalets. 


Roadside  Camping. 


There  were  no  cases  of  I’oadside  camping  found  during  the  year,  but 
on  several  occasions  occupied  domomobile  type  vans  were  found  parked 
overnight  on  car  parks.  There  appears  to  be  a sliortage  of  suitable 
licensed  sites  in  tlie  area  and  efforts  were  made  by  the  Council  to 
establish  a site  but  without  fraccoss.

So  Tar  c.s  could  be  ascert^nned  there  were  approximately  24 
properties  to  be  dealt  vdth  in  respect  of  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  yer.r  9 be<^jn  surveyed  jointly  Kith  tire 
Service  Officers.  It  was  policy  to  deal  idth  tJic  most  urgent  casfss  first. 
Recomraendatii ons  made  by  the  Fire  Officer  wore  made  Imovmi  to  ov/ners  of 
properties  concerned  rnd  a good  start  has  been  made  by  the  majority  to 
imploiiont  the  recoimnendations.

The  holiday  cott^.ges  at  Compass  Cove  were  all  inspected  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  season  and  were  found  very  satisfactory. 

Every  year  more  town  houses  are  converted  for  holiday  use  only  and 
rented  as  furnished  accoumiodation  at  very  enhanced  raits.

There  are  4 registered  dairies  in  the  Town.  There  are  also  7 retail 
shops  licensed  to  sell  bottled  niilk.  One  fann  is  registered  for  the 
sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested  fsrra  bottled  milk.  The  remaining  farmers 
despatch  oil  milk  , produced  to  a central  pasteurising  plant.  All  the 
milk  supplied,  to  schools  was  pasteurised.  Samples  of  school  milk,  when 
tested,  gave  satisfactory  results.

15  saiiix)leG  of  milk  were  sent  to  the  laboratory  lor  the  methylene  blue 
and  brucellowsis  tests.  All  the  samples  passed  the  tests. 

2 samples  of  creaua  were  takan.  One  of  v;hich  failed  the  methyloie 
blue  test.  It  was  referred  to  the  ^ocal  imthority  for  the  district  at 
which  it  was  produced  for  investigation.
